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The Polish police, as will be seen in our news columns, are 
said to have been successful in breaking up a gang of soma 
twenty Jews who, with a man named Morriss Basskin directing 
them, have for some time been engaged in’ the double illegality, 
to put it no more strongly, of obtaining fraudulent visas for the 
United States and of carrying on White Slave traffic between 
Poland and Buenos Aires. It is said that large sums, from £100 to 
£500, have been charged for the visas, and the reason given for the 
obtaining of this price is that whereas the quota for Polish 
emigrants to the States is but 6,000 per annum, there is a waiting 
list at the American Consulate of no less than 140,000 of those wha 
desire to settle in America, Involved with the gang are, it is 
alleged, several Rabbis, who have “married” some of the women 
Basskin had arranged to export, as well as at least one official of 
the American Consulate in Warsaw, who was apparently bribed by 
Basskin to obtain the facilities he needed. 


A week or two ago a warning was addressed in this matter 
teJihe Polish fk tbbis. Basskin and two of his associates, 
together with the American Consular official, have been arrested 
in Washington, but it is not yet decided whether they will be 
tried in the United States, of which Basskin is a citizen, or will 
be extradited. The sooner the whole of the unspeakable crowd are 
under lock and key the better, I hope, however, the terrible impli- 
cations of those poor folk on the waiting list of the Warsaw 
American Consulate will not be neglected, in the natural repuguance 
which the work of Basskin and his fellows must cause with every- 
one with even a mere spark of right feeling. 


If the information retailed by a representative of THe Jewisn 
CHRONICLE in last Friday's issue concerning the Weinberg pen -bs 


correct, then matters seem to be in a most unsatisfactory position. 
The pen has been accepted as an efficient method for casting 
animals by machinery and a desirable means to substitute for the 
inhumane one of hand-casting hithertoin vogue. Mr. Weinberg 
immediately, so it is stated, made an offer for the use’ of the 


machine to the Board o! Shechita. Whether the offer was a reason- 
able one or nof, | donot venture to say. But I have no hesitation iy 
saying that if the Board has practicallyiguored the offer and virtually 
refused to enter into negotiation on the matter with the inventor, 
as is alleged, then itis time that some opinion outside the Board 
be expressed in no uncertain tones. Too long has the Board been 
dilly-dallying with this question on the plea that there was not 
available a machine that was satisfactory. Now one is acknow- 
ledged so to be, there appears no sort of anxiety to put it into use 
and so save animals much ungecessary pain and suffering, and the 
Community from a stigma which the soonerit be eliminated the 


better. 


It is always unsafe to build upon or to attach too much notice 
fo rumour which proverbially is a lying jade. But I am assured 
that the virtual deadlock that has now been reached in respect to 
the Weinberg Pen is not trade but professional opposition. Fcr 
some reason I,cannot fathom, itis roundly stated that the Solicitor 
tothe Board of Shechita tinds himself unable to come to such terms 
with Mr. Weinberg as he could recommend to the Board, and that 
ds so often happensin such negotiations, a good deal of personal 
ill-feeling has been allowed to enter’in, Far be it from me to 
suggest that Mr. Leviansky, who has always appeared to me to be 
the most accommodating of men, is at fault, or that Mr. Weinberg 
is to blame. But wherever the trouble, it is most unfortunate, 
and as I say; and for the reasons I have mentioned, the sooner there 
is a public call for its being ended, the better. 


Mr. Adolph Ochs, the proprietor of a New York Daily, has 
presented to the Cathedral there a pair of Menorah candelabra, In 
receiving them he was assured that the “ recipients regard the gift 
as a symbol of Christianity’s debt owed to Judaism ’—a slogan 
which is avidly and characteristically employed by the AMERICAN 
ISRAELITE as a scareliead to its report of the proceedings. Lt strikes 
me as novel that the debtor should be paid by the creditor instead 
of vice versa. But perhaps we have here the key to the insistence 
on the part of the United States in regard to certain payments to 
her by Great Britain and her other allies in respect to the War. 


The story was told in these pages last week of Mr. Alfred 
Ritz, an Italian, who lives in Coney Island, New York, and who 
is an enthusiastic “ Yiddishist.” He speaks Yiddish fluently, sends 
his children toa Yiddish school, serves on the Board of Directors of 
the School, and is now busy raising money for a statue of “ Sholem 
Aleichem” to be placed in the school building. His children have 
shown themselves to be among the best students at the school of 
Yiddish literature, and needless to say they and their father have 
brought joy and hope to the hearts of thousands of our peop:e who 
have been deploring the decline of Yiddish in the land. For an 
Italian—a non-Jew, of course—to have given the impetus Mr. Ritz 
has to Yiddish, shows the power of the United States in the creation 
of the “ mixer.” 
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Although dated last month, the American-Jewish papers to 
hand this week contain discussion concerning tle observance of 
Christmas by Jeavs. It must have become extensive seeing the 
amount of interest the question has aroused. I notice in the 
DETROIT JEWISH CHRONICLE a letter from Mr. Henry M. Schaefer, 
of Chicago, who takes to task Mr. Joseph, a regular columnist to 
its pages, on the score of bis having—judging from what he now 
says in answer to Mr. Schaefer—virtually encouraged Jews to 
regard Christmas as a day for their celebration, “ Jews," he says, 
“eed not hold aloof from the spirit of the Christmas season,’ and 
he offers the opinion that no Jewish child who had a Christmas 
trec or a Santa Claus “ever was influenced in the direction of 
Christianity.’ It does not seem to trouble Mr, Joseph to enquire 
whether this aping of Christian practice without the religious 
intent ascribed to it by Christianity, is an influence towards 
Judaism. Nor does he seem to care how Christians must feel when 
they see Jews thus prostituting what to them is part and parcel of 
n religious observance, 


ut what I think far worse is the reply Mr. Joseph ventures to 
the statement Mr, Shaefer makes, whiclt goes to the heart of the 
matter.

When Christians send greetings to Jews .on their holidays—at least

Its value will consist in the fact 
that sill be the preface to a declaration which the British 
Govern» ont is under promise to make concerning the major policy 
which Mandatory proposes to pursue in obedience to the 
obligations it has accepted from the League of Nations. In 
particular we are to know—it is hoped now precisely and definitely 
—the exact interpretation the Government places upon that much 
debated phrase first employed in the Balfour Declaration and then 
embodicd in the Mandate—National Home for the Jewish People. 
When wo know that beyond any question or doubt, we shall be able 
to gaug ne of three elements that are vital in the Palestine 
enterp and in respect to which we have long been if n>t in 
the dark then in’ the twilight of uncertain’ y. 

Wues We KNOW what the British Government intends and 


wishes to be the future of Jews in relation to Palestine, we shall, in 


fact, be in possession of the attitude towards our efforts of two of 
the elements to which [ allude. For another is that of the Arabs, 
and about that.there should not now be much uncertainty. The 


Arabs decm it to be their part in this matter to kill as many Jews as 


possible. [ft sounds very terrible and uucivilised and all that 
sort of thing. But we must not forget how for nearly five years 
patrioiic Loglishmen were preaching a like doctrine and telling 
allwho were able to turn the teaching into practice, that their 
business was to kill as many Germans as they could. The Germans 
were regarded as the enemies of the Englishman, just as the Jew 
is looked upon as the enemy of the Arab, and the fact that we 
have Arabs declaring that it is only one sort of Jew to whom they 
are | 


’, only makes the arialogy the nearer. For, during the 
war one often heard Englishmen declare that their enmity towards 
vertueis was confined toa certain sort and kind of Teuton and that 


there wore many quite decent ones with whom they had no quarrel. 
Hhul we may as well understand and realise, how the Arabs taken 
Sener... are the sworn foes of Jews who wish to go to Palestine, 
there to live and to make live again the ancient land. Many of 
them if they had their way would dispatch every Jew upon whom 
they could-lay hands by the simple and effectual process of 
homicid lew of them who would not if they could sweep every 
Jew new in Palestine into the Mediterranean, and I suppose practi- 
cally, none who would not prefer that Jews should come no 
nea ‘san the sea te the country.

BUT WHAT I will not go into details here, 
but, the world the active supporters of the basic 
principle of Zionism have been in comparison a mere handful. 
None the less they have been riven and divided this way 
and that, so that it has not been possible to conduct the affairs 
of the Movement free from a constant “ pull-devil-pull-baker.” 
nfluence mostly originating from personal feelings. One of the 


results of this has been the paucity of material sacrifice which 


Jews have been willing to make for the Zionist Cause—even not 
forgetting more than one brilliant exception. Another result has 
been the position of our people in Palestine itself. Who have we 
there? Professors and Doctors and Intellectuals by the hundreds, 
but among them not a man of light or of leading—I beg pardon, 
ithere is one, but one only, whose name just crosses my 
mind who has a soul above buttons and a spirit of any- 


thing larger than shreds and patches. And we have there, 
as a consequence, all sorts of half-baked schemes involving 
constant loss not alone of money but of prestige. We have 


throughout the Movement, in Palestine, and out of it,-talk by 
the oceans, and those indulging in it vainly imagining because 
they bellow and shout and puff and blow their opinions, they are 
contributing something to the building up of our nation. And at 
the end of all, so far, we have but a pitiful minority of Jews as 
inhabitants in the country, and we possess but just a little land 
and scarcely an industry that can be said to pay. The blame for 
this is not upon the Zionist leaders. They have done their best 
according to their lights—some of them have made life-sacrifices 
of a noble sort. Nor is it the fault of those who have gone to 
settle in Palestine-—-considering all things they have done wonders. 
The blame, the deep ineffable blame is with the majority of Jewish 
People who refuse what the Palestine enterprise offers them, not 
individually, but collectively. Their attitude is typified by a 
millionaire Jew whom I know, who was asked for financial support 
t>» the Jewish National Fund. He said he would consider the 
request—and sent One Guinea! Thatis the spirit of the Jewish 
millions towards Jewish national emancipation and some of them 
excuse theniselves by persuading themselves—mo it conveniently it 
must be admit'ed—that they do not “ believe” in it! | 

Now iF THls is going to continue—if the Jewish element is going 
to fail us—if our Home Front is to prove unreliable—then indeed 
Zion is in sad case, and so I would stress is Judaism, and so, let 
me add.are Jews. But confining ourselves to Palestine and Jewish 
endeavours there. if this one of the three eletnhents as I have called 
them continues inert, careless—anything you will—towards those 
endeavours, then the other two elements, however favourable and 
even helpful they may become, will notavail. If within the counsels 
of the Zionist Movement disintegrating influences are allowed 
to enter—and they bave not merely been allowed but have been 
invited of late—Jews in general will not be won for the National 
Cause. Without them—if they will not take the opportunity, the 
sands of which are fast running out, there is nothing for it but 
to ring down the curtain on what will ba recorded in History as 
one of the world’s grimmest tragedies; all the grimmer because 
staged on what ought to have been one of its most brilliant glories. 
In anv case, with the Jewish people themselves lies the future of 
Palestine in relation to them, and the only question is: Will it be 
This is a supreme moment for Jews and 
Judaism, yet few of us appear aware of a fact that ought tobe as 
plain to the least discerning as the proverbial pikestatf.

MANCHESTER. 


North Manchester Synagogue. 


[From our Correapo ndent.} 


A complimentary Dinner was given by the Congregation last Sunday, 
at the Higher Broughton Assembly Rooms, to its Minister, the Kev. H. 
Freedman, B.A., on the occasion of his attaining the degree of Doctor 
of Philosophy. The Mayor of Salford, Councillor 8. Finburgh, J.P., 
presided over a large and representative gathering. The Rev. I. Icht 
recited the Grace. Congratulatory messages were read by Mr. I. Apfel- 
haum from the Talmud Torah Schools, the Central Committee for Jewish 
Education, the Northern lederation of Literary Societies and others. 

The CHAIRMAN, in proposing the toast of “Our Guest,” said that Dr. 
Freedman bad done much for the Synagogue with which he was con- 
nected and particularly for the religious instruction ofthe children. He 
was still young and hoped before the end of the year to have qualified 
for that greater title of Rabbi. 

The Kev. Dr. FREEDMAN, in responding, sald: he preferred to regard 
the htnour shown to him that evening as a tribute to learning generally, 
asymbol of what learning meant in Jewish life, where the distinction 
between the clergy and laity was but slight, and where Torah was never 
considered the prerogative of the few. He expressed his obligation to his 
parents, bis wife and to Rabbi Green, his teacher. 

Mr. NEVILLE J. Lask!, K.C., proposed “The North Manchester Syna- 
gosue " and outlined its rise from small beginnings in 1690. The present 
President, Mr. Balaban, he said, was the first President; and the present 
Mayor of Salford was its first Treasurer, The Congregation was situated 
in the heart of the Jewish district and was a border fortress of Judaism 
between Manchester and Salford. 

Mr. B. BALABAN, in respondiog, claimed that the Synagogue had been 


the cradle of more than one public worker, and that most of the local 


institutions owed a great deal to their members. He mentioned some of 
their former Ministers, and concluded with a tribute to their Treasurer, 
Mr. I. Kindler, and to the Secretary, Mr. J. B. Newgrosh. 


The toast of “ The Clergy ” was proposed by Mr. R, BARROW-SICREE, - 


I’resident of the Shechila Board. Rabbi M. GINesBERG, B.A., of London, 
responded. Mr. M, Blamenthal submitted the toast of “ The Visitors.” 
Rabbi J. Green, of London, in responding, said that Dr. Freedman had 
been a pupil of the London Yeshila, and his success was most gratifying. 

Mr. NATHAN LaAsk!, J.P., congratulated Dr. Freedman and, in giving 
the toast of “The Chairman,” said that Councillor Finburgh had already 
shown his great capacity as Mayor, which reflected lustre on the Com- 
munity. He associated with the toast the name of the Mayoress, Mrs, 
Finburgh, and their danghter, Lily. 

Councillor FINBURGH said, in reply, that it had been a specially 
significant evening in that by honouring learning they had shown them- 
selves true sons of the People of the Book.

The ‘Eighties and their Offspring. 
MODERN “HISTORY” AT THE LEICESTER GALLERIES. 


There are some delightfal affinities to be traced between the modern 
etchings in one room at the recent Leicester Galleries Exhibi'ion, and 
the review collection of paintings by the Camden Town Group, in another. 
Forthough the etchings were chosen with a catholicity which covers the 
best work in France and Eagland during the last half century, they were 
infused as a mass with the spirit of the ‘eighties. “And the Camden Town 
Group, being very English in its “motern French” outlook, which had 
been abandoned twenty years before by the van of French painting, and 
being very doctrinaire in the admirable way in which it made some. 
thing new and living and important out of this innocent provincialism, 
was of course, infused with the spirit of the ’cighties also. 

Yet with a difference. Oa one side, to pursue one of the most 
interesting of the affinities I have mentioned, we have Camille Pisarro, 
the first considerable modern Jewish painter, and on the other his son 
Lucien. Seen thus, each in his own setting, their likeness and their 
differences are both made clear, as is also their share inthat international 
adaptability from which arises one of the most important functions of the 
Jew in modern art, 

it is impossible to estimate at ali nearly the importance of the 
channel which these painters must have created between the French 
eighteen eighties and the English nineteen tens. But we may be 
confident that a very considerable part in the impressionist revival 
which so marvellously transformed English painting has been due to the 
rap) set up by the father on one side, and by the son on the other. 

Valnile Pisarro is represented here by two etchings, one of which, 
- Faneuses,” is vey markedly akin to the work of Millet and the plein air 
school.

Gambling for Charity. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


SIR,—Your timely and scathing denunciation of the “charity” card 
parties will, [ hope, result in this evil being stamped out of existence. 
Clearly such & means of raising funds for Communal Institutions, including 
Synagogue Building Funds, is indefensible. Indeed the only argument 
put forward in justification (sic) is that the players who attend these 
functions not only welcome an opportunity for gambling, but even go to 
considerable lengtiis to seek such opportunities; and since these gamblers 
are Jewish why should not some worthy Jewish cause benefit rather than 
the proprietors of casinos or gaming houses who exact the same tax or 
commission? [ have even heard it said that these habitual gamblers 
prefer a charity card-party because there they are immune from raids by 
the police. 

There is a type of card party where the small player is most unwel- 
come and of which your correspondent Mr. Shloimovitz is so obviously 
ignorant. At one of these functions the net proceeds, after deducting 
expenses which are not light, may be anything from two or three hundred 
pounds to a thousand pounds or more. Play commences at seven or 
eight in the evening and continues without intermission until midnight or 
late the following morning. The revenue is derived from a tax on the 
stakes, 5 per cent. being deducted from winning stakes after the first bet. 
Itis quite a common thing fora “ good” table at which there are no more 
than twelve players to produce £200 during a night. No greal feat of 
mathematic; is req tired to discover that something like £5,000 must change 
hands at this one table alone. I know cases where men who could ill. 
afford it, who having lost two or three hundred pounds at one of these 
functions, goto the next party to regain their losses and probably lose a 
further large amount. I have heard of one man, ignorant of the game, 


Who was induced to play and lost a thousand pounds in one night. Such 


men are not habitual gamblers. They may have had an occasional “ flutter” 
at the tablesofsome Continental resort once or twice a year. . But they 
would never go to a'¢gaming-den and would certainly have confined their 
card-playing to comparatively small games, were it not for these charity 
parties. 

The abuses which these functions give rise to are serious. There 
was one gang of cardsharpers Who visited a number of these parties who 
before they were actually caught in the act, must have robbed the players 
of enormous amounts. I cannot say how many debts were incurred and 
not met as a result of these affairs. 

Perhaps the worst aspect of all is the demoralising effect thes: 
functions have on those who attend. It is tragic to see the spirit 
eagerness and greed displayed by men and women, many of them young. 

I earnestly hope that in the future none of our institutions, and 
especially those which rely upon the support of the general public, will 
permit such functions to be organised on their behalf. It has been the 
practice of responsible heads to “ wink the other eye” and pretend bland 
ignorance of the means by which this money is raised. But they know ; 
and the display of a little common honesty would raise the prestige of 
their institutions far more even than accepting money from card parties 


lowers it.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 
No. 539.—On the Threshold of the Kabbalah. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 

In the sphere of religion three sorts of minds may be dis- 
tinguished—those that incline to law, those that incline to reason, 
and those that incline to mysticism. It would not be untrue to say 
that those who by nature are intellectually easy-going belong to the 
first category. Deeply religious in sentiment and inclination, they 
prefer to have their beliefs and actions cut and dried, realy made, 
easy to adopt without much intellectual effort. They love systems 
into which they fit themselves with ease and satisfact’on. .To these 
systems they cling, happy in the enjoyment of prescribed forms and 
ceremonials. Either they will not, or they cannot, think things out 
for themselves; consequently they find great comfort in having 
things thought out for them. What has been handed down they 
call Tradition. and Tradition is aterm about which in their ovinion 
there is no questioning. They just accept Tradition lock, stock, 
and barrel. 

The second category contains those who are by nature intel- 
lectually active and alert. They are the critics, the questioners, 
the people who seek to discover the why and the wherefore of life 
and its problems. In the field of Religion they search out the 
history of thought and practice; they separate what is less 
important from what is more important ; they approach God through 
the intellect, and who shall say that their relation to God is the 
worse for that ? | 

In the third category are those who reach out towards God 
with the help of their emotions. Perbaps their motive power is 
love. They love God with all their heart and soul and might. 
They do hot reason about God; they do not attempt to prove 
His existence; they accept Him as an axiom and strive by perfec- 
tion to come into His presence, believing that the perfect man is 
higher than the angels, and that by ‘his goodness he weaves a 
robe for God Himself. As the Kabbalists have said, without 
the perfect man God is poor and without a garment. It is in this 
sense that the Talmud declares that the good man co-operates with 
God in the work of Creation. 

Judaism recognises and values all three categories. While the 
history of Jewish thought is concerned with all three, it often 
happens that those in the first category may have had a touch of 
mysticism, and those in the third category may have been ready for 
the sake of convenience to adopt the guidance of law. The second 
category, too, may have submitted to the subjection of law, may 
have accepted the yoke of the Torah. Water-tight the three cate- 
gories are not, but for the sake of clearness of thought they may be 
considered as separate entities. At certain periods in the history 
of the Jewish people one or other of the three categories was in the 
ascendant, though probably at all times all three existed side by 
side. In our own time it is doubtless true to say that while those 
who follow Law and those who follow Reason are fairly numerous, 
the Mystics are-in a minority. 

Yet the mystics have an ancient history in Jewish thought. 
Jewish mysticism probably commenced with the Essenes, who were 
alleged to be in possession of secret lore, who knew how to pro- 
nounce God’s name in the original Hebrew, who were acquainted 
with the mystic properties of precious stones, who passed down from 
generation to generation strange formulw, chirms, and such like. 
The two great mysteries which in those early centuries were 
regarded as specially dark and sacrosanct, were the problem of the 
Creation and the problem presented by Ezekiel’s vision. The one 
was Cosmology, the other Theosophy. The earliest Talmudic 
teachers were by no means opposed to the prevalent mysticism, 
provided it was limited to certain select circles and individuals. 
Mystic musing was too holy a thing to concern the masses. A 
characteristic story is found in the Talmud in this connection con- 
cerning Yochanan ben Zakkai. One day this Rabbi was on a 
journey, riding on an ass. Behind him followed one of his dis- 
ciples, Rabbi Elazar ben Arach. Said he to his master: “ Permit 
me to elaborate at least one chapter of the doctrine of the Merkaba 
(Ezekiel’s vision)... The master gave the disciple permission to 
proceed, and when the latter began the story, Rabbi Yochanan 
descended from the ass, saying: “It is not meet that I should 
listen to the glory of my Creator what time I am riding on an ass.” 
While the two were engaged in this holy converse, a fire came down 
from heaven and surrounded them; angels dancel about them as 
happy as weddiog guests dancing before the bridegroom, and one of 
the heavenly messengers cried out: “ As thy words are, Elazar ben 
Arach, so is the doctrine of the Merkaba.’ Thereupon the trees 
round about opened their mouths in song that the verse of Scripture

all original forces. The second is that of the Creation .of the 
world; here also is the place of the Torah. The third is that o 
determination, containing ideals and angels. The fourth is the 
plane of technics—of the doing of things, of the ordinary processes 
of life; here the fallen angels may be found. 

In the days when Jews were not able to study the Talmud 
when narrow-minded bigotry and stupid ignorance remoyed th 
Talmud from the possession of Jews by publicly burning the volumes 
what else could Jews study but the Kabbalah? At certain periods. 
therefore, Kabbalistic teaching specially flourished. Doubtless it 
had a touch of magic and gave a fillip to belief in marvels. Yet, on 
the whole, it stressed the harmonious in life, just as it taught. that 
the universe itself is a harmonious whole. As far back as th 
Talmud days Jews must have believed that there was a certain 
harmony in the moon and the sun which men might hear with thear 
ears were if not that the noise and the hubbub of cities prevented 
them. This harmony was also associated with the spheres, wit) 
the sun, moon and stars, and the belief was developed that what 
happens in the stars is necessarily connected with what happens on 
earth. Accordingly, star-gazing and star-reading grew up as par! 
of the Kabbalistic system. , 

Yet Jewish Kabbalah differs from the cosmologies of other 
peoples in one vital respect. The latter regard the universe as the 
subject and man as the object. Man is helpless; he can only say 
Kismet. But in the Jewish Kabbalah man is the subject and the 
universe is the object. Man can mould his own fate; indeed, man 
is the centre of the universe. Rabbinic literature contains the 
striking thought that many worlds were destroyed before t is world 
of ours was created, and this world continued because it it man 
could live his full life. 

The ideal of the mystic is contemplation. It is ‘an old idea! 
As far back as the year 1,000 of the common era, Hai Gaon, Principal 
of the college at Pumbadita, reported that in the opinion o! the 
learned of his time ways and means existed for a man to reac! his 
goal if he desired to gaze on the Merkaba and to see int) the 
heavenly mansions. On certain days he must fast; he must sit 
with his head bowed between his knees, uttering many prayer and 
singing many songs in praise of God. In due course he will be 
favoured with a glimpse of the heavenly mansions, and as he sits 
and contemplates it will seem to him as though he himself had 
walked through all the seven heavens. 

The songs and hymns to which Hai Gaon refers undoubtedly 
found their way into the Prayer Book. Turn to the Liturg y and 
you will find references not only to Holy Chayyot, to Seraphim and 
to other heavenly beings whose praises of God the pious Jew repes's 
daily.

Archeology. 

“ye TOWER OF BABEL,” by the late Dr. Hugo Gressmann (Jewish 

Htute of Religion Press, New York, $2.00) consists of five lectures 
“en red before the students of the Jewish Institute of Religion. As the 
til are the symbol of Egypt, so the Tower of Babel is the symbol 
of Rabylonia, not only of its art, but also of its religion and its literature. 
From ap architectural standpoint it belongs to the wonders of the ancient 
world. From & religious point of view it is a necessary part of every 
Mesopotamian temple, from which it cannot be separated any more than 
the clock-tower can be divorced from the Christian Church, although it 
had. another meaning and fs in no way related to Christianity historically 
Considered from the aspect of literary history, the Tower of Babel not 
only pliyeda role for the Mesoptamian authors but also for the peoples of 
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the whole Near East. A great number of legends and motifs associated 
with it have been the themes of the phantasy of poets and artists even 
as late as the Middle Ages. It is not the aim of these lectures to gather 
these stories together, and to estimate their meaning and value, but 
rather to treat the general relations of Israel to Babylonia. The 


Tower of Babel is chosen as the special symbol of Babylonian culture, 
not only because it incorporates the Babylonian spirit and art in its most 
wppressive form, but also because we cannot understand the Babylonian 
nflaence upon Israel in the truest sense, unless we take into considera. 
‘ion the Tower of Babel. In many instances it is the centre of the 
author's attention because it played such a significant part in ancient 
terac! and also in later Judaism. The first lecture is therefore devoted 
to the Tower of Babel, in order to unfold its true importance and to 
‘jinstrate it by examples. It towered to heaven as atitanic work. It is 
not regarded here as a wanton sin against God. It was built as a pious 
act. and as such mightily attracted the peoples of the ancient world. The 
eyeceeding chapters déal with “The Legends of Mankind in Genesis, i-xi, 
and the Tower of Babel”; “The Prophecy of Israel and the Tower of 
Rabel”: “Heavenly Jerusalem and the Tower of Babel”; and “The 
Religion of Babylonia and Israel.” Professor Gressmanon concluded his 
course of lectures by proclaiming that regardless of how much Israel 
borrowed from Babylonia, higher than the ‘lower of Babel towered 
Mount Zion. The work is edited, with a Preface, by Dr. Julian Ober- 
mann, and also includes nineteen figures and eleven plates, illustrating 
the architecture of ancient Babylonia. 


History. 

“JOSEPHUS, THE MAN AND THE. HISTORIAN,” by Mr. H. St. John 
Thackeray (Jewish Institute of Religion Press, New York, $1.50), com- 
prises a course of six lectures delivered at the Jewish Institate of 
Religion. The subjects deale with include, “Life and Character of 
Josephus: Estimate of Value of his Works”; “The Jewish War”; 
“The Jewish . Antiquities”; “Josephus and Judaism: His Biblical 
Text”: “Josephus and Hellenism: His Greek Assistants”; and 
“Josephus and Christianity.” Looking at the career of Josephus 
as & whole, Mr, Thackeray does not think that a lack of patriotism 
can be reckoned among his faults. The lamentations of Josephus 
in his works over his country’s fate, his oral exhortations beneath 
the walls of the besieged capital, and the exhortations which he 
puts into the mouths of others were sincere. He wasa pacifist, without 
the strength of character to control the militants, who had no use for a 
mediator. Who could have controlled those hot-heads? And who can say 
how the course of history might have been changed had his counsels 
prevailed? Judaism had little to gain and everything to lose by 
Josephus was involved in early manhood in the rush 
of momentous events and overwhelmed by a wave of national 
feeling which had long been gathering force, which he could not 
em and vainly strove to direct. Recognising from the first the 
hopelessness of defying Imperial Rome, and endeavouring to avert 
ctastrophe by compromise he nevertheless, under pressure of circum. 
stances, threw himself into the task of crganising, to the best of his 
ability, the defences of Galilee, while resistance was possible. ‘At the 
Stege of Jerusalem he was unremitting in his efforts to stave off the final 
*atastrople by counselling surrender; and then, after the disaster, when 
as the c\. nt of the conquerers he might have been tempted to disown his 
nation, he devoted the energies of his later life to writing an elaborate 
history of it and championing its cause against the slanders of a malignant 
World, His fine apologia for Judaism, Contra Apionem, crowns his 
gon to his people.

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JEWISH COOKERY. 


Potatoes. 


Vienna Potatoes. 
Four cloves. 
Salt and pepper. 
Chopped parsley. 

PEEL the potatoes and cut them into large dice. Put into a saucepan 
of cold salted water: bring to boiling point; boil for five minutes, then 
drain. Return to the saucepan ; add the stock, the onions (stuck with 
cloves) and salt and pepper to taste. Simmer till the potatoes are soft. 
Remove the onions and strain the potatoes. Put in a hot dish and 
sprinkle thickly with chopped parsley. 


Potatoes. 1 Ib. 
Stock, 4 pint. 
Two onions. 


Potato Rocks. 
Two small eggs. 
Salt and pepper. 


Cooked potatoes, 14 Iba. 
Vegetable marvarine 
or dripping, 14 oza. 
PUT the potatoes through a potato masher. Melt the margarine ina 
siucepan ; add the potatoes, the beaten egg yolks, salt and pepper. Stir 
over a moderate heat for a few minutes to cook the eggs. Whip the 
whites to a stiff froth and mix with the potatoes. Grease a baking tin, 
and with two forks arrange the potatoes in small rough heaps on it. 
Bake in a quick oven till nicely browned. 


Potato Puffs. 


Fat for frving. 
Seasoning. 


Four large potatoes. 
One 
PEEL and grate the potatoes; add the beaten egg and season with 


salt and pepper. Drop in spoonfals into boiling fat, and fry a golden 
brown on both sides. 


Potato Souffle. 
Freshly cooked potatoes, 1 Ib, ‘Two eggs. 
Margarine, 2-o0zs Salt and pepper. 

Usk freshly cooked potatoes and put through the potato masher. 
Melt the margarine in a saucepan; add the potatoes and beat thoroughly. 
Make warm and add the yolks one at a time. Beat up again and season 
to taste. Whip the whites to a stiff froth; fold in lightly. Turn the 
mixture into a greased soufilé dish, and bake in a moderate oven for 
about half-an-hour. 


Potato Croquettes. 

Cooked potatoes, 1 lb. Chopped parsley, 1 teaspoonful. 
bread crumbs, 2 ozs One egg. Salt and pepper. 
Dripping or margarine, 1 oz. Pinch of nutmeg. 


PUT the potatoes through a masher. Melt the margarine in a 
saucepan. Put in the potatoes; add the parsley, beaten egg yolk, salt, 
pepper and nutmeg. Make hot, then turn on to a plate till cold. Flour 
the hands, and form the mixture int» croquettes. Brush over with white 
of egg; roll in crumbs, and fry a golden brown in boiling fat.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK.

“ And Samuel said unto Saul: Though thou be little in thine 
own sight, art thou not the head of the tribes of Israel’ Did not the 
Lord anoint thee King over Israel! ''—I Samuel av.,, 17. 

The feud between Israel and Amalek forms the subject of the 
special reading for Sabbath Zachor (Deut. xxv., 17-19). Amalek is the 
type of those who causelessly and persistently harass and persecute 
Israel. Of such adversaries, Haman is an outstanding example. 
In addition he is described as an Agag. te, descended from that king 
of Amalek, spared by Saul in spite of commandments given for 
their utter destruction. From considerations, choice was 
made of the portion from the prophets, from which the text Is 
taken as suitable for reading on the Sabbath preceding Purim. — It 
isa dramatic chapter that brings out very strongly the contrast 
between Samuel the prophet, and the man who had been chosen as the 
first king of Israel). It also offers a vivid picture of a man, brought 
face to face with the realisation-of his own failings. It seems to 
present a moment's pause in the life story of one to whom had 
been offered so much opportunity in the past, but of one, destined 
from that moment torush onward to his degradation and his down. 
fall. We have in Saul the most remarkable character 
studies in Holy Writ. We are able to contemplate this man in a

great variety of circumstances. Saul had much to commend 
him to a people who were thirsting for national glory, 
and tiring of prophetic guidance and caution. He was 


brave and daring, gifted with strength of body and of mind. He 
ventures his life for the people, whom he rules. He understands 
that, foremost in place and honour, means, also, foremost in peril 
and toil, For one altogether unworfliy to be loved, Samuel would 
never have interceded, would never have mourned, as he interceded 
and mourned for Saul. All these finer and nobler elements display 
themselves at the outset of his career. But they gradually dis- 
appear, as bis reign advances. They gratually break down under 
the wear and tear of worldly influence;:, under the influ*nces of 
unrestricted temptations, of too often indulged jealousie:, and 
of the dark .imagining of one whose life is lived 
deliberately divorced from the presence of God. ‘* Because thou 
hast rejected the word of the Lord, He hath also rejected thee.”

“He doesnot accept his punishments in a spirit that can make of 


them the meine of a better life. He has put himself beyond the 
range of discipline, beyond the range of correction, a soul proof 
against chastisement, It is in discipline correction and chastise- 
ment that the power of our adjustment to life really lies. In these 
Saul fails. He is over anxious to be justified and “ honoured before 
the Eiders of Isra:l," but careless to make his peace with God, 
whose commands he has defied. Perhaps the suddenness of his 
elevation aud the greatness of his popularity engendered in. him a 
pride and an ambition that might be natural in an ordinary Oriental 
despot, but were bouad to be fatal to the man chosen by God to be 
king over his people, Israel. Anointed captain of God's inheritance, 
endowed from on High with gifts of surpassing dignity and opportu- 
nity, he forgets all too soon from where he holds these gifts, and for 
whom he wields them. He is a man of impulse and of singular 
attractiveness. Both these things often characterise men of 
unstable soul. But there are times when even attractiveness loses 
its value ; times of crisis, when steadfastness and solidity are the 
tests that’will alone avail. These things can proceed only from 
hearts attuned to Heaven, and from lives devoted to God's service. 
Saul has deliberately cut himself off from these influences. Out- 
wardly he will conform. But he rejects the authority tiat Samuel 
has always sought to impose upon him. 

Side by side with this presentation of a promising youth, pass- 
ing into a reckless-and a fearsome manhood, we are shown the 
contrasting figure of Samuel. Their two histories are interwoven, 
blended with the stirring events of their day. They were the two 
leading men at the close of the Hebrew commonwealth. They 
occupied the highest stations of possible power and influence. The 
One a prince, the other a prophet. How they contrast, these two 
men! One a figure of growth, the other of degeneration. “And 
Samuel grew and the Lord was with him, and did let none of his 
words fall to the ground.” “But the spirit of the Lord departed 
from Saul.” Therein lay the whole difference between the two. 
And in each case, it was the deliberate choice of the man himself, 
Samuel's life does not dazzle us by its splendour. It attracts us by 
its gentleness and beauty, its firmness and reliability, No story is 
so gentle as that of the beginning of his ministry, when the 
child Samuel answers: “Speak, Lord, for thy Servant heareth.”’ 
Nor is anything more revealing than when, as he lays down 
his leadership in his old age at the bidding of an ungrate- 
ful people, he says: “As for me, God forbid that I should sin 
against the Lord in ceasing to pray for you. I will still teach 
you the good and the right way. Only fear the Lord and serve Him 
in truth with all your heart.” (I, Sam. xii., 23-24)., It was that fear 
of the Lord that was wanting in Saul. It was his unwillingness to 
serve Him in truth that made a choice young man and a goodly into 
a morose and jealous and cruel man.

section of the Pentateuch. -Attention can, however, be directed to a 
detail which may well be regarded as decisive in favour of its historicity. 
viz., the only wood which is meationedin connection with the Tabernacle 
is the acacia. Thus the ark dnd its staves were to be made of ‘hifti» 
wood (xxv., 10,13); so also the table and its staves (verses 25, 2). This 


wood is referred to nowhere else in the Bible with the exception of a 
prophetic vision described in Isaiah xli., 19. The inference seems to be 
that the wood was either unknown or uncommon in Palestine. 

The name of the wood is probably borro wed from the Evyptian, and 
Egypt was certainly the home of the tree. The Egyptians used it for their 
furniture, boats, coffins and temples. Professor Naville informs us, 
“ Outside of Egypt the acacia seyal is found in the Sinaitic Peninsula, and 


“near the Dead Sea, but not further north. . .. Acacia is a tree of the 
Sinaitic desert; but it is not a Palestinian tree. Except for a few bushes, 


no acacia trees are found in Palestine, especially not in the north” 
(“ Archwology of the Old Testament,” p. 120). : 

In striking contrast to the acacia which was used in the Mosaic 
Tabernacle is the wood used in the later Temple, viz., the cedar (com. 
pare I. Kings v. 20, vi., 9, 15). Espacially sigaificant is the form of the 
Divine message in which David is forbi lden to erect a Sanctuary: “shalt 
thou build Me a house for Me to dwell in? For I have not dwelt in a 
house since the day that I brought up the children of Israel out of Egypt, 
even to this day, but have walked ina tent and in a tabernacic. In all 
places wherein I have walked among all the children of Israel, 
spoke La word with any of the tribes of Israel, saying: Why have 
ve not built Me a house of cedir?” (IL. Samuel vii., 5ff). We 
notice here not only aa explicit reference to the structure described in 
Exodus, but more important still is the fact that the only wood that 
could be thought suitable for a Sanctuary was the cedar. : 

How, on the critical theory, are we to account for the mention of 
acacia wood? If, as is alleged, the chapters of Exodus bad been com- 
posed by a late writer, is it not certain that he would have described the 
Tabernacle as having been made of the wood with which he was fainiiiar, 
the wood which was most highly prized in the land of Canaan? A Hebrew 
who knew of the mighty cedars of Lebanon could not possibly have 
thought of a less prectous wood like the acacia in connection with @ 
building erected to the glory of God. Buta Hebrew who had recently 
left Egypt and was wandering through the Siuaaitic Peninsula would 
naturally use the acacia for building purposes. Therefore, the Scriptural 
account fits exactly into the historical background. It accords with the 
Mosaic age and the circumstances which followed the Exodus. The 
correctness of an important detail like the material employed, tells more 
strongly in favour of the genuineness of the Biblical description thau avy 
theorisings of modern critics against it.

Rabbis and Nepmen (outcast traders tolerated under Lenin's New 
Eeonomic Policy) established in the Synagogue, the police allege, 
entre for counter-revolutionary meetings and they also kept a 
cret hectograph there. 

The arrested persons, states the indictment, are: 

(1) BENJAMIN SAKOVITZKY. A Maggid possessing a sharp Talmudic 
brain. an eloquent speaker. In 1919 he was sentenced to be shot for 
speculating in foreiga monies. He escapel, but he returned when the 
Poles entered Minsk. He then took to preaching, and in his sermons 
he used to tell the Jews: “ When a fire occurs or a ship sinks the children 
are the first to be saved. In Russia we have now a very big conflagra- 
tion. A fire has enveloped us, Jews, save the children; or the Jewish 
people ire 10 danger.” 

2) Meists. He headed an illegal Yeshibah, ; 

| Kasakorr. The second head of the gang, a former bourgeois. 

i} KRENGEL. An ex-jeweller, 21 years old. When the authorities 
confiscated gold and silver, he used to make spoons and forks of them 
which were never confiscated. 

5) DAVID SHICHUR. A former big merchant. The organiser of the 
lifereth (an Orthodox Organisation of Talmudic Students) 
and of Yeshilahs, 

ij) DAVID SOLOMON. The Chairman of the Committee of the 

Tifereth Bachurom, which is a distinct counter-revolutionary organisation 
with the object of fighting the Soviet regime. At all meetings he delivers 
anti-Soviet speeches and ends them with the Zionist slogan : Oobo Lezion 
veo’ (And a Redeemer shall come to Zion), 
/) ASHER KIRSTBIN. A Rabbi and a dealer in foreign exchange. He 
organised Loan and Credit Organisations to help the Nepmen and save 
them from destruction. Duriag the Polish regime he founded the Agudat 
Turce) Organisation, a reactionary and clerical body consisting of bitter 
enemies of the workers. He is also an active worker in the illegal 
counter-revolutionary organisations. 

GAURILOFPE, Glaskin’s right-hand man. Underthe Polish regime 
he Was the head of the Jewish Community.

In August, 1929, the American Rabbi Glazer came to Russia, nominally 
son personal matters. He called, however, a meeting of the Minsk Rabbis. 
There were present [vanovaky, Broide, Gabriloff, Gluskin, Kirstein, 
Goldberg and Sakovitzky. At this illegal Rabbinical meeting the 
American Rabbi Glazer received information concerning the state of 
religion in the Soviet Union and the position of the Jews. The Rabbis 
told him that the Jewish p-ople is disappearing and that religion is dying. 


When Rabbi Glazer returned to Paris, he called a meeting of the Paris . 


Rabbis and told them of the state of affairs here. He told them that he 
had gathered from reliabie sources that the Bolsheviks were preparing an 
Arab rising in Palestine. briefly, the Rabbis are conducting the counter- 
revolutionary work. The Synasogues are places for hiding smuggled 
objects and illegal literature. 


Statement Wrung from the Rabbis. 


The Soviet Government has sent out a statement signed by the Minsk 
Rabbis Gluskin, Meisel. Jarchow, Zimbalist, Kerstein and Gabriloff, 
which, however, hal already appeared in the Soviet Press, condemning 
the participation of. Jews and Rabbis in the world crusade against the 
Oppression of religion in Russia. The Rabbis in this Goverament state. 
ment declare that the Soviet Goverament the only Goverament in the 
world which is fighting anti-Semitism. They assert that many of those 
who now protest against Russia, including the Pope and the English 
Archbishops, never rais-d their voices against the pogroms and the 
Oppression of Jews in Russia in the days of the Tsars. Tae Pope 
and the Archbishop of Canterbury were silent when the Monarchist 
forces massacred Orthodox Jews and Rabbis in Ukraine in 1918 and 1919. 
The statem snt also accuses the leaders of the protests abroad of a desire 
to restore the Monarchy in Rassia and implores all religious Jews not to 
work against the Soviet Government. 

The Rabbis. further declare in this statement that the Bolshevik 
Government has not executed a single Rabbi and that no severe 
sentences have ever been imposed by it upon Rabbis. If the Govern. 
ment in some cases arrests members of the Jewish clergy, it is not 
on account of their religious activities, but as a result of their anti- 
Soviet conduct. The Soviet. Government acts justly towards all 
accused, and for this reason, too, it releasel th» Rabbis in Minsk, 
who were accused of breaking the Soviet laws. 

The statement declares opposition to the anti-raligious propraginda 
of the Communist Party, but recognises that the same party is 
fighting anti Semitism, whereas uader the British rule Arabs were 
allowed to massacre Jews in Palestine, and anti-Jewisb pogroms still 
occur ia Roumstnoia and in other countries, 

The Russian Government is also praised for granting to the Jews 
faciMties to settle on the land aad for abolishing all anti-Jewish laws. 

The statement ass¢rts that the Jews are allowel to conducd openly 
all religious ssrvices and rites s»> long as they do not interfere with the 
Soviet laws. As for the ban of religious people from the Commuaist 
Party, this Party is oily a voluntary organisation. If the number of 
anti-religious people is geowiag in Rassia, this is also the cise in other 
countries. Th»: Synagogues are oaly beiag clossd at the request of the 
Jewish masses anil not of official Soviet institutions, and religion in 
Russia now’ stan!is on ahigher plane than in countries where it is 
controlled by the Governments as a tool in their hands. 

In well-informed circles this statement is not regarded as a 
genuine document. The Orthodox leaders who know the Minsk Rabbis 
personally are convinced that they signed the statement under threats. 


News from Riga.

Russian Press Attacks Jews Abroad. 


The Russian Press, led by the official organ of the Soviet Government, 
the IZVESTIA, is launching severe attacks on the Jews abroad, and 
especially on the Rabbis and big Jewish fluanciers, holding them 
responsible for the anti-Soviet Jewish protests in many countries in 
connection with the persecution of religion. The newspapers appear to 
be indignant with the Jewish leaders for not showing a friendlier disposi- 
tion to Soviet Russia on account of its actions in suppressing the 
Monarchbistic and Petlurist anti-Jewish massacres and in granting land to 
the Jews for colonisation purposes. They also taunt the Rabbis and the 
Jewish financial firms, inc!uding the House of Rothschild, with remaining 
indifferent to the pogroms under the Tsar and with supporting the world 
anti-Soviet crusade of the Christian enemies of Jewry. At the same 
time Russian official circles seem especially anxious to allay the anti- 
Soviet storm in American Jewry, although they declare that the Russo- 
Jewish colonisation schemes are now More or less independent of the 
support of the Jewish bodies abroad. Naturally the Zionists abroad 
come in for a scolding, too. They are accused of helping to foster the 
anti-Russian campaign, in order to deflect the gifts of the American Jews 
from the Russo-Jewish colonies to Palestine. 

The Presidium of the Executive Committee of the Communist Inter- 
national has also passed a resolution condemning the policy of the Labour 
Government in England, charging it also with “ the organisation of Arab 
pogroms in Palestine.” | 


Collectivisation Campaign Weakening. 

Mr. Stalin, the Russian Dictator, has issued instructions tothe Extreme 
Communist authorities to proceed slowly: with the policy of collectivisa- 
tion on the ground that its rapid introduction antagonises the peasants. 

The Official Communist organ, the PRAVDA, is also advocating that 
the campaign against the so-called wealthy colonists in the colonies of the 
National Minorities should be slackened and that those colonists should 
only be restricted and not expelled from the colonies, in view of the 
weakness of the Communist hold on these colonies and the possibility of 
antagonising many colonists. 


More Synagogues Closed. 


During the last ten days seven Synagogues were seized by the 
Communists in Odessa, Belozerkoff and Ooman. 


The Jewish Colonies in Russia. 


New Supervisors at Work. 


The hundred and fifty students who have been sent from Moscow to 
supervise the Jewish colonies in Ukraine and in Crimea are busy enforcing 
the new scheme of collectivisation, as well as the merging of Jewish 
colonies with non-Jewish colonies. They are also trying to eradicate 
all religious observance in the colonies in which Jews and non-Jews now 
live under one collective. Neither the Jewish nor the non-Jewish colonists 
approve of the merging scheme, but any opposition to it means to them 
immediate expulsion from the collective, and the authorities have no 
difficulty now in replacing any of the expelled colonists by umpoverished 
Jewish small ex-traders who are once more eligible for the collectives. 
2,730 new Jewish colonists are being settled now in Crimea on land 
confiscated from the wealthy colonists. In the collectivised colonies the 
tractors of the Ica and the Agrojoint have been declared to be the property 
of the new collectives, Many of the Jewish colonies still experience a 
great shortage of seeds. As an incentive to accept the collectivisation 


system colonists in the collectives are not forced to pay their debts to the 
State this year. — 


The Merging and Collectivisation Schemes. 


The merging of Jewish and non-Jewish colonists has been completed 
in forty-five collectives in White Russia, affecting about six hundred 
Jewish families, and trouble has already arisen bet ween the Jewish and 
the non-Jewish members of the collectives. Far from fostering good 
; neighbonrly feelings, the merging scheme is creating anti-Semitism, 

because the mode of life of the Jews is different from that of the non-Jews 
and the two sections cannot agree. Especially is the trouble acute among 
the women. The Jews also complain that they cannot obtain strictly 
Kasher food in the mixed collectives. As a result of this situation the 
Jewish colonists demand that the merging scheme should be abandoned, 
but the Jewish Communist Press states that the Jewish colonists must 
get used to it, as it has come to stay.

the situation of Judaism and of those Jews who 
conform to Judaism as an active force in their lives is difficultin the 
extreme in Russia. I must say frankly that I do not find the situation at 


all surprising and inc ymprehensibie, although this statement may seem 
strange to you. I regard what is happening in Russia to-day as. but a 
repetition, although upon a larger and more extreme scale, of what 
happened in Central Europe a century or so ago. The Jews in Russia 
have been trying to do in these ten years what the Jews of Western 
Europe and America have been trying to do within the last one hundred 
vears—to go through in that short period of ten years a cultural 
srowth and progress which the world required four hundred years to 
experience. A’ rapid and enforced growth such as this is always 
anhealthy and dangerous. Small wonder, therefore, that extremes are 
‘meeting in Russia to-day; the extreme of Atheism and Orthodoxy. Our 
sympathies, of course, as positive, living and believing Jews, are with 
Orthodoxy in this struggle. But we must realise that the solution of this 
problem, if there is to be any solution at all, must lie with Reform. The 
soul of Judaism and the soul of the Jewish people with it, can find true 
self-expression only in spiritual progress and even in spiritual leadership. 
We must realise that the Yevseksia are striving for this, even though we 
must condemn their methods and their goals. 

Judaism may not remain Orthodoxy there any more than it may 
remain Orthodoxy elsewhere. Otherwise, the Yevseksia will persist in 
their programme, and they will undoubtedly bs right in principle even 
though wrong in practice and method. On the other hand, just as the 
Orthodox must be made to understand that Reform in Judaism is 
historically justified and necessary, is in true accord with the spirit and 
soul of Judaism, so must the Yevseksia be tanght restraint, moderation, 
patience and co-operation. No institution or movement cain go through 
a process ‘f four hundred years’ growth in ten or even twenty years, and 
live.” 

Ina lengthy reply to Dr. Morgenstern, Mr. Bernird Richards, 
the Executive Director of the American Jewish Congress, said that 
the former's letter was the most astonishing document he had read 
in many years,and he alludes to the vari>sus horrible ways in which 
the Jewish religion and Jewish culture are betag suppressed in 
Soviet Russia.

The South African Immigration Bill. 
_ Interesting Figures. 
[From a Correspondent.—CAaPE TOWN}. 


In view of the charges made against the Jewish immigrants in South 
Africa in connection with Immigration Bill, the Jews have published 
here a series of statistics on the subject. The actual numbers of immi- 
grants from Eastern Europe for the years 1925, 1925, 1927 and 1928 were 
1,282, 1,429, 1,724 and 2,257 respectively. The percentage of Jews in the 
white population of South Africa has only risen from 3°4 in 1904 to 4°36 in 
1928. 
Sixteen per cent. of male Jews and ten per cent. of Jewesses were 
eng: ged in the manufacturing trades, compared with twenty-one per cent. 
of men and thirteen per cent. of women for the general population. 

In 1926, sixty percent. of the Jews in the country were bi-lingual, 
compared with fifty-four per ceut. of the general population. 

Some of these facts, as well as the JeWish achieveménts in the 
country, were also brought home to the Government at the Jewish 
protest meetings held here against the Bill, The country, however, turned 
a deaf ear to them, and when Colonel Wedgwood criticised the Immigra.- 
tion Bill at a Zionist gathering, the CAPE TIMES only styled him an “ill- . 
mannered Gentile.” 

The Government accepted an amendment providing that for the next 
three years the wives and children of residents of South Africa should be 
exempted from the ithmigration restrictions, but that at the sa ne time 
the quota for the more privileged immigrants at the disp»sal of the 
Government should during the next three years amout to 500 persons per 
annum instead of 1,000. 

A great mass meeting of Jewish citizens of the Cape Peninsula was 
held at Cape Towa, with the Rav. A. P. Bender in the Chair, and a. 
resolution was passed with acclamation protesting against the Bill “on 
the ground that it is based on unjust principles.” The resolution 
continued: “ This meeting is of opinion that the admission of immigrants 
should be bised upon their in lividual qualifications, character, conduct 
and suitabilily, and not upon their country of origin.” Copies of the 
resolution were forwarled to the Prime Minister, the Minister. of the 
Interior and the Members of Parliament for the Cape Peninsula.

The First Jewish Parliament. 
A STEP TOWARDS SELF-GOVERNMENT. 
[From a Correspondent—JERUSALEM.]} 


If nothing intervenes in the meanwhile, Palestine Jewry will ina 
month's time go to the polls to elect the Assefat Hanivcharim, its first 
Elected Assembly, the highest recognised Jewish authority in the country, 
as provided for in the Jewish Community Regulations, It took several 
years of negotiations and redrafting of the law before the Jews arrived at 
a formula for their Parliament. 

Thé new Elected Assembly will consist of seventy-one members, 
corresponding to the number of the Sanhedrin. Every Jew above the 
age of twenty-five whether a Palestinian citizen or domiciled in the 
country for more than one yeur, but who is able to write and read Hebrew 
is entitled to vote in the elections. The Assembly will, each year, elect 
from its members an Executive Organ, the Vaad Leumi, which will have 


the right to levy upon the members of the affiliated Jewish local Com. - 


munities rates for purposes of education, relief, maintenance of offices, 
etc. The budget of the Vaad Leumi and the taxes levied by it are 
subject to the approval of the High Commissioner. 

Although the Representative Assembly is to deal chiefly with local 
problems and the question of major policy of the National Home is to 
remain the prerogative of the Zionist Executive, the contest will be of a 
political character and it is expected that at least ten lists are to compete. 


Sentence on Mr. Bentwich’s Assailant. 
JEWISH NEWSPAPERS - FINED. 


Mr. Tabek, the young Arab employee of the ‘Palestine Police 
Department, who attempted to assassinate Mr. Norman Bentwich, the 
Attorney-General, has been sentenced to fifteen years’ hard labour. 
Defendant admitted that he had fired at Mr. Bentwich. Nevertheless, 
counsel for defence, Auni Bey Abdul Hali, one of the Secretaries of the 
Arab Executive, demanded his acquittal. Counsel pleaded that defen- 
dant was influenced in his act by Arab newspapers, in which charges 
appeared against Mr. Bentwich of favouritism towards Jews. 

The High Court has imposed a fine of £80 on the Hebrew : Labour 
daily, the DAVAR, and a fine of £10 on the PALESTINE BULLETIN. The 
DAVAR was charged with contempt of Court for printing articles declaring 
that hidden influence had directed the death sentence of the Jewish 
policeman, Mr. Hinkis, and the verdict of not-guilty on the Arabs 
accused of the murder of the Makleff family in Motzain August. Extracts 
from the article were re-printed in the PALESTINE BUELLETIN. 

Counsel for the defence Dr. Smorah, declared in Court that the article 
did not refer to the actual proceedings in Court during those trials, but 
to the preliminary inquiries in connection with those trials. In the 
opinion of the writer of the article, it appeared as if unknown 
hands prepared the material for the trials, and the sole purpose of the 
article was to press for a modification of the procedure at the preliminary 
inquiries in criminal cases. 

The Court has acquitted four Arabs of Hebron, who were accused 
of the murder of the Jewish families Abushdid and Guslan, during the 
Hebron massacre. 


An Arab boycott agitator in Jaffa has been sentenced to imprison- 
ment for three months and has been fined £10. ‘ 

The Investigating Judge has decided not to send for trial the Motza 
Jewish notable, Mr. Brause, who was accused of murdering an Arab 
during the attack on Motza in August, when seven Jews were killed there. 

The seven Arabs, who were accused of setting fire to the Beth Alpha 
granary in August, have been acquitted. 

The lawyers of the Arab Executive have sent the first appeals against 
the death sentences of Arabs to the Privy Council ia London. The Arab 
Executive has imposed a charge of £15 on the families of the Arabs 
condemned to death, in orjer to defray the expenses of the appeals. 


Statement by Leader of New Arab Party. 


Mr. Hassan Pageani, one of the founders of the new Arab Party in 
opposition to the Arab Executive, has declared that his Party is ready to 
co-operate with the British Government within the Mandate and that it 
will not oppose a reasonably conducted Jewish immigration into Palestine. 


New Police Organiser’s Influence. 
REDUCING THE BOYCOTT.

The presence of Mr. Herbert Dowbiggia, Inspector-General of the 
Ceylon Police, who was here to advise on police re-organisation, seems to 
have had some effect on the Arab boycott, in that it has doubled police 
activities against these disturbers of the peace.

He pointed out 
that there are “as many exporters as there are groves ani rowers,” 
and said that this was a menace to the whole industry. A plethora of 
exporters led to slack and negligent export arrangements: mor: ver, the 
stevedores at Jaffa port treated the fragile cases of oranves as though 
they were bricks, slinging them about and handling them with the 


grossest carelessness. Careless selection of the fruit in grading was a 
further cause of the drop in prices and consequent loss of presticc on the 
English market.

Zionist Statement. 


POLITICAL DIRECTION NO LONGER IN ZIONIST HANDS. 


The World Union of Zionist Revisionists has issued the corre- 
spondence which has been conducted between it and the Zionist 
Executive on the subject of the Revisionist proposals for a united Zionist 
front. The first letter from the Zionist Revisionists, dated February 3rd, 
asked for the convocation, within the next few months, of the Seven- 
teenth Congress, based on accelerated sale of Shekalim and Elections; and 
for the establishment of an ‘Emergency Political Committee composed of 
an «qual number of representatives from the Zionist Executive and the 
Opposition, with an additional member nominated by common consent, 
this Committee to be entrusted with all political work. , 

In the course of a subsequent letter, the Zionist Executive admitted 
that the direc’ ion of political work bad passed from the Executive of the 
Zionist Organisation to the Executive of the Jewish Agency. It said : 
“A proposal to transfer the conduct of political affairs from the Executive 


of the Jewish Agency to a Special Committee could not be finally. pro- 


nounced upon except by the appropriate organs of the Agency. If any 
such proposal were to come before the Jewish Agency, the Executive 
would oppose it.”

sit,—I shall be glad if you will publish the reason why “ Et Livnot” 
has severed its afiiliation to the Eaglish Zionist Federation as a result of 
the recent Thirtieth Annual Conference of that body. 

According to the constitution of the English Zionist Federation, only 
properly elected delegates of constituent Societies are entitled to vote 
in the elections for the Honorary Officers and Council, which is the 
governing body. The total number of those who were accorded the right 
to vote at the Thirtieth Annual Conference was 15). Of this number 51 
(i.e. more than one third) were members of the outgoing Council who 
were not clected atall. Their participation in the voting was entirely 
improper, and the Honorary OMcers and the new Council who were so 
elected were therefore illegally elected. An attempt to present a minority 
report of the Credentials Committee bringing this illegality to the notice 
of the Conference was prevented by the Chairman. This being the case 
“Et Livoot” had no option but to sever its connection with an illegally 
conducted body. 

Moreover, it has become clear to “Et Livnot” that the Eadglish 
Zionist Federation cannot claim to represent Zionism in this country. 
Important sections of Ziorist opinion, such as Mizrachi, Poale Zion and 
Revisionism are not represented in it at all. 

It is high time that steps should be taken to place Zionism in this 
country on a proper basis, The Fifteenth Zionist Congress has laid down 
the correct procedure for this purpose. A Conference of all shades of 
Zionist opinion must be convened of delegates elected on a democratic 
and Zionist basis. This has been donein other countries, and there is 
no valid reason wliy it should not be done here. Such an all-Zionist 
Conference would really be the sovereign Zionist, body in the country, 
and a Council duly elected at such a Conference would alone have the 
right to govern Zionist work in this country. 

if such a Cooference is convened and elects its governing body, the 
Laglish Zionist Federation would take its proper place as one ‘ection of 
Zionism whose influence would be proportionate to its strength. 

“Et Livnot” therefore calls on all Zionists, of every shade of Zionist 
opinion, to assist in the early convening of such a Conference.

Trading Frauds. 


: Before the Common Serjeant (Sir Henry Dickens, K.C.) at the Central 
Criminal Court on rriday, two brothers, ABRAHAM HILDEBRAND (48) and 
MORRIS HILDEBRAND (45), woollen merchants, were found Guilty of con. . 
spiracy to cheat and defraud such persons as should be induced to deliver 
goods on credit to the firm of A. and M. Hildebrand. 

Mr. Percival Clarke and Mr. G. D. Roberts appeared for the rrosecu- 
tion, while the defendants were represented by Sir Henry Maddocks, 
K.C. and Mr. Eustace Fulton. 

The case for the prosecution was that the defendants obtained goods 
from various English and foreign houses, on the false representation that 
they were carrying on an honest and genuine business. The defendants 
had been in business since 1903 in the silk and woollen trade, and Counsel 
for the prosecution pointed out that there was no question of any fraud 
prior to 1927. The defendants were made bankrupt in March, 1928, when 
Mr. H. J. Veitch, of Messrs. Veitch and Co., Chartered Accountants. 
Coleman Street, E.C., was appointed trustee. The charges arose out of 
that bankruptcy. 

Abraham Hildebrand, in evidence, denied the charges. When ques- 
tioned with regard to the theft of silk and woollen goods from a van in 
Commercial Road, be said he had no knowledge of the theft until he was 
informed of it by the police. In eross-examination he said that on 
February 9tb, 1928, he decided to move some stock from Red Cross Street, 
to Commercial Road, together with some books. The latter were removed 
because the accotintants wished to look into the accounts for the begin- 
ning of the year. The defendant said that in the contract made with the 


removal contractors there was a clause stating that the contractors were | 


not responsibie fur any loss or theft in transit. About £4,400 worth of 
goods were stolen from that van. Defendant denied that his drawings 
and those of his brother exceeded their profits in 1927. He agreed that 
he had drawn £919 in 1926, and his brother drew £925. Travelling 
expenses were £317, 

Mr. Roberts : Does it not worry you, having a deficiency of £45,000? 
It worried me very much, I wish my creditors had accepted my 
proposition of 10s.in the £. We could have .then gone on trading, and 


. we should have paid 20s. in the £. ‘ 


Morris Hildebrand was not called, but the defence called Mr. H. W. 
Steadman, C.A., of Messrs. Kirby Steadman and Co,, Accountants for the 
defendants. He said that a proper set of books was kept and every 
assistance was given to the accountants when they made their investiga- 
tion and prepared balance-sheets. The Hildebrands had a good business, 
and the purchases in 1920 to 1926 were £695,608. “The sales for the same 
period were £752,715. In 1920 the position of the firm was worse than at 
the end of 1926. . There was a big overdraft at the bank and a large amount 
owing to creditors. Ihe defendants, year by year, wiped offa considerable 
part of the deficiency. 

Sir Henry Maddocks: In your opinion, were they justified in continu- 
ing tradipgin 19.0? Yes, that is proved by the result. Witness added 
that at the end of 1927, considerable difficulties arose with regard to the 
inland revenue. 

Do you agree with Mr. Veitch, the trustee in the bankruptcy, that 
there was little doubt that that was the cause of the suspension of pay- 
ment? I should think it was very likely. 

Sir Henry: Sc far as you have been able to trace, have either of 
these men secured one penny piece out of this bankruptcy? Not tomy 
knowledge. 

Sir Henry Maddocks then addressed the jury, and said that he was 
not going to put forward any excuses or ask for sympathy for the defence. 
The question which the jury had to decide was whether the two defend. 
ants were carrying on a business at all. 

The Judge: Carrying on an honest business. 

Sir Henry Maddocks: No, carrying on a busines3, I do not quite 
understand the word “honest,” because if they were carrying on a 
business at all, it was underacloak. Ifit were dishonest, i¢ would not 
be a business. 

At the close of the speech of Mr. Roberts for the Crown, Morris 
Hildebrand protested against the suggestion that they estimated the value 
of stock at £10,000. As a result, Mr. Veitch was called, and in the 
witness box was asked by the Common Serjeant if the estimate of £10,000 
was put down on his advice. Mr. Veitch replied that it was not. He said 
that in the statement of affairs presented by the defendants’ accountant, 
it was estimated to realise £20,000; and in the second statement of affairs, 
prepared for the purpose of the bankruptcy, the stock was estimated to 
realise £10,000. 

In his summing up, the Judge said the case was of great importance 
to traders, because if two men obtained goods knowing that they could not 

ay for them, and so caused enormous losses to. traders, it went to the 
root of credit in this country. The case for the Crown was that not only 
was it a big crash, but a dishonest one. It might happen that any per- 
fectly honest traders might become bankrupt, and the fact that they were 
in bankruptcy cast no slur upon them unless they did act in contravention 
of the bankruptcy laws. If people wanted tocarry on their business, they 
must do so honestly. 

Tbe Jury found the defendants guilty on some of the counts but not 
guilty on others. A number of counts were withdrawn from the Jury 
by the Common Serjeant. In passing sentence, the Judge said: “ You 
have had a most careful trial. It is painful to have to deal with youtwo 
men. I agree with the verdict and I take a very strong view about this 
class of case. Had it not been for your more than twenty years of 
honest trading, I should have had to pass a sentence of penal servitude, 
I must take into consideration these long years of honest dealing. When 
things went wropg ycu were foolish and wicked enough to become

dishonest, and I cannot pass this over with a light sentence.

The Judge sentenced each of the defendants to eighteen months’ 
imprisonment in the second division. 


Bankruptcy.—‘n the Lond n Court, last week, before 
Mr. Registrar Mellor, «pplicetion for discherge was mede on behalf of 
Davip Oger, of 211, Rye Lene, Peckham, mentle decler, who friled in 
September, 1921, with liabilities £1,017 and his essets had realised £75. 
The Official Receiver opposed the application on statutory grounds, in- 
cluding the fact that within three months of the receiving order, the debtor, 
when unable to pey his debts as they became due, had given cn undue 
preference to one of his crecitors. The Court suspended the discharge for 
I8 months. 

Last week, in the London Benkruptey Court, before Mr. Registrer 
Me'lor, application for discharge wes made on behalf of Naum ApRaHAM 
Lupwts. described ia the receiving order and trading as N. A. Ladwin & Co., 
of 122, Bubhill Row, E.C., exporters, importers and general merchants. 
The Official Receiver reported that the debtor feiled in June, 1925; his 
liabilities were c bout £8,880, and the assets had realised £176. The Official 
Receiver opposed the application on the grounds of insufficiency of aesets 
to equal 10s. in the £ on the amount of the unsecured liabilities ; omission 
to keep proper books ef account, continuance of trading efter knowledge 
of insolvency ; and that he had been guilty of miscemeanours in connection 
with his bankruptcy. His Honour, giving judgment, referred to the fact 
thet in 1924 the debtor was fined at the instance of the Customs authorities, 
£220, and in September, 1925, he was convicted on two counts, 4.¢., con- 
apircey to obtain coods for two businesses in which he was interested, and 
obtaining goods by false pretences. In all the circumstances the discharge 
would be suspsnded for three veers.

The defendcnt was a 
licensed victualler, and on April 12th the plaintiff.sew him cond discussed 
his daughter's wedding, which was to take place on August 18th. The 
defendant egreed that at least 50 couples should attend the wédding and 
that the price per couple should bte'£2.. Later the defendant agreed the 
minimum number of couples to be 70.

Ciaim for Money Lent... At the Whitechapel County Court, on Friday 
Bornctt Leigh, of Wingo House, Norton Folgete, accountant, elaimed 
from Mr. ond Mrs. Marcus, of 61, Exmouth Street, Stepney, £40 for money 
Jent. Pleintiff said that on October 24th Mr. Marcus and a man named 
‘Rose came to see him and asked for a loan of £40 as defendant wes in great 
neod of that amount. On October 25th plaintiff advanced the money 
without interest, the loan to be repaid by four weekly instalments. of £10. 
Mr. Samuel Rose, of 13, Cottage Grove, Bow, said that on October 23rd 
Mercus came and told him that he was in need of £40, and esked him to 
lend him that sum. He replied that he could not do so, but he would take 
‘him to plaintiff. They called on Leigh, who promised to hand Rose the 
money on October 25th, in exchange for a receipt signed by both defendants. 
He personally handed the £40 to Mr. Marcus end obtained the receipt 
signed by both defendants. (ross-examined, Mr. Rose denied that he 
only gave Marcus £14. Judge Cluer, in giving judgment for the plaintiff 
for £14, thought that the amount advanced was only £14 and not £40. 


Selling Liquors Without Licence.—At Marlborough Street Police 
Court, DAVID CARTER and SAMUEL JOsEPH were summoned for selling 
intoxicating liquors without a licence and after permitted hours at the 
O.d Vaudeville Club, New Compton Street, of which they were the pro- 
prietors, on five different dates in January.

including £25 costs, and Joseph £25, and disqualified the premises for use 
as a club for six months. 


Bankruptey Charge.—Last Friday at the Mansion House Polics 
Court, ISAAC WAXMAN, aged 40, a furrier, of Fountayne Road, Stoke 
Newington, was charged on a warrant that having been a‘tju lged bank- 
rupt, he failed to disclose to his trustee in bankruptcy all his property. 
Also, that he did not say what had become of the proceeds of cheques for 
£133 and £84, and of marmot coats worth £890, that he had bought from 
a Paris firm. Mr. H. 8. Baron, who prosecuted, said that although there 
were only three specific charges, more than £39,000 wasinvolved. It 
would be stated that Waxman obtained goods by false pretences and 
fraud. Waxman was remanded on £2,000 bail.

By AUNTIE. 

E all have our likes and dislikes. Some we can 
account for and for others we can give no definite 
reason. | suppose one of the great objects of 
education is to train us to like the right things 

and to dislike the wrong ones. Some part of. that training 
belongs to the field of what we call “ethics,” which my dic- 
tionary tells me is ‘a system of moral principles.’ Another 
part belongs to “ wsthetics which, again on reference to my 
dictionary, I find means “ the philosophy of taste in beautiful 
things, the science which treats of the beautiful in nature, in 
the fine arts and in literature.’ Thus we bave to be taught 
to like, to act rightly, and shown how to appr-ciate the right 
things with which to surround ourselves. 
THE OUGHT.” 

There is one error into which some Jews fall who have 
not thought very deeply about right doing. The principles of 
right conduct should not be observed by us merely because 
they were enjoined by God. They were enjoined by God, 
because they should be observed by us. The principles held 
good before the proclamation of the Ten Commandments. 
Murder was just as much a crime in the days of Cain and Abel 
as it was after the word had gone forth from Sinai: “ Thou 
shalt not kill.’ Jewish ethics are thus independent of the 
doctrine of revelation. But they are, of course, intimately 
bound up with it. We believe that man is made in the image 
of his Maker, and he mars that image if he does not aspire to 
be God-like in thought and deed. Judaism does not teach— 
as Christianity does—that God was ever made like man, but it 
does teach that man can be made like God, Thus if we are
